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School Budget Ratification Is 


Delayed Until Next Tuesday 


A Fiscal 1988 Andover School Depart- 
ment budget will not ratified until at 
least next Tuesday—the final day of 
Fiscal Year 1987. 

“‘We have our homework in front of 
us,’’ said Susan Poore, school committee 
chairman, after the committee failed to 
finalize an estimated $18 million system- 
wide budget. 

The School Committee and administra- 
tion finagled fruitlessly to attain fiscally 
feasible figures at Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing, but questions regarding administra- 
tive reorganization and priority items 
stalled the process. 

Dr. Kenneth Seifert, Superintendent of 
Schools, presented a budget revision 
plan to the committee calling for $125,000 
to be allotted for scholar supplies, text- 
books, equipment and staffing: 

This had been done following the 
school committee’s June 3 recommenda- 
tion to divert $159,074 from the system’s 
proposed $18,345,720 budget after com- 
mittee members had deemed the admin- 
istration’s budget inadequate in the 
areas of equipment and supplies. 

Under Seifert’s latest recommenda- 
tions, the Assistant Superintendent’s po- 
sition being vacated by Dr. Leslie G. 
Loomis would be dissolved, saving the 
department $63,000. The superintendent 
also proposed slicing $8,000 from the 
principals’ account, $29,000 from the tea- 
ching account to eliminate the position of 
Computer Resource Person, and $5,000 
from the Library/Audio-Visual budget. 

An additional $20,000 can be trans- 
ferred to the supplies and equipment ac- 
counts through a Chapter 188 provision 
for monies left over from this year. 

In explaining his calculations, Seifert 
told the committee ‘“‘we accepted all 
original budget requests for scholar sup-

plies and textbooks’ made by teachers 
and staff.‘‘We should begin to see a re- 
duction in requests for new texts now,”’ 
he said. 

“If we buy a textbook, we really ought 
to keep it for four or five years,’’ Seifert 
continued. The superintendent also sug- 
gested the school system should identify 
“one specific area” of its operation to 
strengthen each year, in order to keep 
one aspect of the system, such as sup- 
plies, from deteriorating. 

Seifert’s proposed budget trimmings 
tie in with his plan to reorganize the cen- 
tral school administration, which is to be 
presented to the committee at their next 
meeting on June 30. 

School Committeeman Richard Neal 
expressed reservations about this por- 
tion of the administrative budget, saying 
he did not wish to eliminate the post of 
Assistant Superintendent for Secondary 
Schools until he had seen Seifert’s pro- 
posed alternative. 

Susan Poore, Committee Chairman, 
was critical of many revisions suggested 
by Seifert. ‘I guess I expected more 
(funding) in different areas’’ she said. 

Poore said she ‘“‘was surprised by the 
list of items’’ recommended for extra 
money, such as $3,450 for printing and 
postage costs ‘‘for improved parent com- 
munications” at Doherty Junior High, 
and $2,000 to West Junior High for the 
same stated purpose. 

“Out of all this money, we’re putting 
just $2,000 back into athletics?” she 
remarked. 

At this point, committeeman Donald 
Robb suggested setting aside $50,000 in 
an annual contingency account, so that 
the superintendent ‘may authorize 
spending during the year if something 
unforeseen crops up.”’

Setting up a contingency account 
would “give us flexibility on the budget”’ 
commented Robb. This recommenda- 
tion, along with Seifert’s proposed 
changes and the committee’s recom- 
mended revisions from June 3, will be 
considered this week as part of a final 
ee to be debated again next Tues- 

ay. 

Even if all the recommended funds for 
textbooks and equipment are allocated, 
Seifert said “‘it is misleading to think this 
means we have a full-blown curriculum 
revision plan.” 

When asked by Robb what the text pur- 
chases would mean for curriculum revi- 
sion, Loomis stressed the new books 
‘‘are just a foundation’’ for a new curric- 
ulum program, since money has not been 
allotted in the budget for such a compre- 
hensive plan. 

‘We are well on the way to implement- 
ing a small portion of a curriculum revi- 
sion plan,’’ Loomis told the committee, 
‘a partial first phase has been com- 
pleted.” 

Following this clarification, Robb 
again proposed his plan for a contin- 
gency account, which all present agreed 
would be considered as part of the bud- 
get-making process. 

Part of the problem in reaching an 
accord, committee members acknowl- 
edged, was the lateness of the hour when 
the budget debate started. 

At the outset of the discussion, Neal 
reminded his colleagues ‘‘it is now 10:15 
again, and we are just beginning to dis- 
cuss our action items.’’ Neal proposed 
changing the format of meetings so 
items requiring action would not be ar- 
gued late in the evening.

Must File 


Business 
Certificates 


All persons doing business in. And- 
over in a name other than their own 
are required by state statute to file a 
business certificate in the office of 
the Town Clerk. This filing is optio- 
nal with corporations only. Chapter 
110, Sec. 5 of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws was further amended by 
Chapter 337 of the Acts of 1985 so as 
to provide the following: 

1. All business certificates now on 
file in the Town Clerk’s Office shall 
be renewed on or before July 1, 1987, 
unless a statement of discontinu- 
ance, retirement or withdrawal from 
such business has been filed with the 
Town Clerk. 

2. Business certificates shall be in 
effect for four years from the date of 


issue and shall be renewed each four 
years thereafter. 

3. A statement under oath must be 
filed with the Town Clerk upon a per- 
son discontinuing, retiring or with- 
drawal from the businee or 
partnership or in the case of a 
change of residence of such person 
or of the location where the business 
is conducted. 

4. A violation of the statue is sub- 
ject to a fine of $300 per month dur- 
ing which violation continues. 

New filings, renewals or amend- 
ments may be made at the office of 
the Town Clerk Monday through F'ri- 
day from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Questions may be directed to the 
office of the Town Clerk.

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_ Advance To Affordability

Editor’s Note: This article, Part Two 
of our examination of the affordable 
housing issue in Andover, will discuss 
the comprehensive permit process, the 
appeals process, current petitions before 
the Andover Zoning Board of Appeals, 
and the town’s own efforts to meet affor- 
dable housing needs. 


ith a state-mandated 10 percent 

of dwelling units required for af- 

fordable housing needs, and few 
parcels of land which could economically 
be developed as such without violating 
local zoning by-laws and regulations, the 
comprehensive permit has become a 
generally familiar, but particularly con- 
fusing process for Andover residents and 
officials. 

The issuance of. a comprehensive per- 
mit allows a developer to override local 
zoning regulations in order to build a de- 
velopment including affordable units. 
Andover’s own by-law contains language 
allowing petitions for comprehensive 
permits as a result of the state legis- 
lation, Chapter 774 of the Acts of 1969 
amended Mass General Laws chapter 
40B. 

Maurice Corman, Chairman of the 
Housing Appeals Committee, which 
hears developers’ appeals, has com- 
mented that original statutes for afforda- 
ble housing, instituted in 1966, were not 
successful, due to communities’ ability 
to delay hearings for up to two years. In 
that amount of time, many developers 
gave up on their proposals after losing 
the option on the land to be developed, or 
simply because they were losing money 
every day the project was delayed. 

Thus, in 1969, a commission was orga- 
nized at the state level to create legis- 
lation that would ‘‘have teeth.”’ 

The result is what some call the ‘‘anti- 
snob zoning law,’’ which basically by- 
passes any exclusionary zoning a town 
may have instituted to disallow multi- 
family development. 

Basic changes from the original affor- 
dable housing legislation of 1966 were the 
implementation of hearing and decision 
deadlines communties must meet, lan- 
guage allowing the overriding of local 
zoning regulations, and the creation of 
the Housing Appeals Committee. 

A public agency, non-profit organiza- 
tion or limited-dividend organization 
may apply to a local zoning board of ap- 
peals for a comprehensive permit. The 
board may seek recommendations from 
other local boards, including the board of 
health, the planning board, the building 
inspector and selectmen—any person or 
agency that would normally be involved 
in housing development approval. 

The zoning board must hold a public 
hearing within 30 days of receipt of the 
developer’s application. At this hearing, 
other local boards present their recom- 
mendations and residents are offered the 
opportunity to express their opinions. 
But, in the end, the zoning board is the 
only agency with decision-making au- 
thority.

A decision must be registered within 40 
days of the close of the public hearing, 
unless that time period is extended by 
mutual agreement between the board 


and the applicant. If the board does not 


make a decision within the allotted time 
period, the application is allowed—by de- 
fault—and a permit must be issued. 

Should the board deny an application 
for a comprehensive permit, or approve 
with conditions the applicant deems un- 
economic, he may take his case to the 
state’s five-member Housing Appeals 
Committee within 20 days of the deci- 
sion. 


pon receipt of an appeal, the 
Houaing Appeals Committee noti- 
fies the local zoning board, which 
has ten days to submit a copy of its deci- 
sion and the reasons for such a decision. 
Within 20 days after receiving a petition 
of appeal, the Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee holds its hearing, and then has anoth- 
er 20 days in which to render a decision. 

Local zoning boards often require the 
same materials from the developer and 
try to use the same criteria during their 
analysis of a proposal in order to mini- 
mize the chance for developer appeal. 

Minimal criterion requires the petition 
to be for “low and moderate income 
housing”’ and subsidized by the state or 
federal government. 

A local zoning board denial will be 
upheld ‘‘if it is reasonable and consistent 
with local needs.”’ 

Denial is ‘‘reasonable’”’ in view of re- 
gional need for low/moderate income 
housing in conjunction with the number 
of low to moderate income persons in the 
community. Also considered is the pro- 
tection of health and public safety for the 
proposed development’s residents and 
the surrounding community. 

“Reasonable” also allows for the pro- 
motion of better site and building design 
in relation to the surrounding area and to 
preserve open space. The requirements 
and regulations in question must apply to 
both low/moderate and market-rate 
units. 

A denial is considered ‘‘consistent with 
local needs” if 10 percent or more of the 
housing in a community is dedicated to 
low and moderate income households, or 
if low and moderate income housing sites 
equal one and one-half percent of all land 
zoned commercial, industrial or resi- 
dential—excluding land owned by the 
community or public agencies. 

Such a denial is also allowed if the ap- 
plication put before the ZBA would result 
in construction on more than three- 
tenths of one percent of total land zoned 
industrial, commercial or residential, or 
ten acres (whichever is larger), in any 
one calendar year 

A permit granted with conditions or re- 
quirements will be upheld if the imposi- 
tion of the conditions is considered 
‘consistent with Jocal needs’’ as above, 
and if the conditions will allow a non- 
profit agency to build and operate low 
and moderate income housing without 
economic loss, or a limited-dividend or- 
ganization to receive a reasonable re- 
turn—within limits set by the subsidizing 
agency. 

If anyone chooses to appeal a case fur- 
ther, the issue would go before the 
courts. But according to Corman, since 
the Housing Appeals Committee was cre- 
ated, not one of their decisions has been 
successfully appealed.

Corman has also commented “The tes- 
timony of abuttors carries the lowest 
weight.”’ This, he said, is because ‘‘right 
from the start, abuttors went with the 
N.I.M.B.Y Principle—‘Not In My Back 
Yard’—” and ‘‘As permits have been is- 
sued, projects started to go up and there 
was a distinct change in attitude” to- 
ward the positive. 

Since 1969, there have been 135 appeals 
heard by the committee. Fifty-one of the 
cases were settled, 97 were decided by 
the committee and another 31 were with- 
drawn before a decision. 

Of these 135, only 32 were appealed to 
the state Superior Court, where all were 
upheld. Six of these 32 were appealed to 
the next level, the Massachusetts Court 
of Appeals, where again they determined 
justified. Finally, these six petitioners in- 
dividually went to the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court, where the Housing Appeals 
Committee decisions were vindicated yet 
again. 

When one learns that Corman, Chair- 
man of the Housing Appeals Committee, 
was instrumental in the creation of the 
legislation, and thus knows its inner 
machinations and requirements better 
than anyone else, it is easy to understand 
why the committee’s decisions are vir- 
tually inarguable. 


f the six petitions before the 

board, two of the three petitions 

that have received decisions from 
the Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
have been sent by the developers for con- 
sideration before the Housing Appeals 
Committee. 

Paul Bruk, trustee of Elm Street De- 
velopment, petitioned for a comprehen- 
sive permit to build 36 housing units on 
approximately 8 acres of land near Elm 
and Summer streets and Washington 
Ave. Eight to 24 of the units would have 
been sold as low or moderate units. 

According to their written decision, the 
ZBA denied the petition because it would 
be ‘‘an act of discrimination or indiffer- 
ence by Andover against low or moder- 
ate income groups” because assigning a 
site to this group that has as many prob- 
lems as this would be ‘inappropriate and 
indefensible.’’ 

This commentary refers to problems 
with the property’s hydrology and topog- 
raphy, water and waste disposal, and the 
placement of buildings, all of which are 
‘‘a present and reai threat to health and 
safety.” 

In his appeal petition to the Housing 
Appeals Committee. Bruk stated the 
grounds for the ZBA decision ‘‘are un- 
reasonable, not consistent with local 
needs and without foundation in fact.”’ 


Part Two 


Despite the fact that the appeal was 
filed on December 16, 1986, a decision 
has not yet been reached on the case. 
Hearings have been postponed on a num- 
ber of occasions. The appelant may be 
postponing hearings in the hopes of set- 
tling the matter with the zoning board 
through negotiations, always the first op- 
tion examined, Corman has commented. 

The second ZBA decision being ap- 
pealed was a favorable one—but with 
conditions that Picwel Builders, Inc., the 
petitioner, believes are ‘‘uneconomic 
and inconsistent with local needs.”’ 

Picwel Builders, Inc., had proposed 
‘“‘Abbot’s Pond Condominiums,”’ 70 units 
on two parcels, (15.54 acres total), along 
Andover St., separated by Argilla Road. 

Before it came up for public hearing 
Picwel reduced the proposal, dropping 
the old Sid White property, cutting near- 
ly six and one-half acres, and reducing to 
48 units total. 

The ZBA gave a nod to the proposal, 
but with numerous conditions—including 
a reduction to 40 units, 16 of which would 
be low/moderate. The board also insti- 
tuted a number of construction dea‘lines 
and requested various development 
plans, and increase the amount of park- 
ing per unit over what had been pro- 
posed. 

Picwel contended in their appeals that 
these conditions were ‘‘uneconomic and 
inconsistent with local needs.’’ They 
asked that they be given a five year expi- 
ration date on the permit and also asked 
a minimization of street requirements 
set forth by the board. 

Lawyers for both the board and Picwel 
are presently negotiating. If differences 
cannot be resolved, the appeal will move 
into the hearing stage before the Housing 
Appeals Committee. 

‘Rogers Brook Park,’’ proposed by 
Jordan Burgess of Dundee Park and 
Philip Singleton of Charing Cross Corp., 
was also approved by the ZBA with con- 
ditions. 

The 88 units, in two buildings behind 
the Dundee Office Park, originally pro- 
posed, were reduced to 75, with 28 units 
being low/moderate under the state's 
Homeownership Opportunity Program 
(HOP). 

The board required that an acceptable 
entrance and egress from the site be 
found, as they did not feel the two pro- 
posed were adequate. They also changed 
the parking needed for the development 
and specified building height limitations. 

Burgess and Singleton have been nego- 
tiating for the access road and revising 
their plans tu mect the requirements of

Bragen Brings 


Museum’s Art 
To Businesses

Big business and fine arts don’t usually go together 
in people’s minds. Until Joan Bragen came along, that 
is. 
The 13-year Andover resident is director of cor- 
porate programs at DeCordova Museum in Lincoln. 
Her job, she says, is to bring a little culture to local 
firms and their employees. Nearly 100 corporations 
belong to the museum’s program, which entitles 
them, among other things, to free admission, dis- 
counts on performances, rental of the museum’s gal- 
leries and grounds and a scholarship at its school. The 
cost of membership can range from a $730 entry level 
fee to upwards of $5,000. 

The diversity of participating firms belong to the 
program for a diversity of reasons, Bragen said. 
‘‘Some are interested in supporting the arts. Some are 
interesting in providing benefits for their employees. 
Some are interested in seeing the work of local artists. 
Some want to rent the museum for corporate func- 
tions. Some like the concert series.” 

Whatever the reason, Bragen and the museum staff 
are constantly trying to come up with ‘‘creative ways 
of getting corporations interested in art.” 

One of those ways is loaning art to companies. The 
Boston Company has one of these loans, now, aptly 
enough, in Boston Safe Deposit and Trust’s new Vault 
Gallery. This exhibit is open to the public free of 
charge during business hours until Sept. 4. 

Called ‘“‘Boston Baroque: Elements of Drama in 
Contemporary Art,”’ the display is a multi-media col- 
lection of 30 works by 13 artists. Bragen said she 
started with the theme of expressionism and then nar- 
rowed it down to baroque,a style of art best associated 
with 17th-century Europe. The work in the bank’s gal- 
lery, Bragen said, has a baroque ‘‘sense of light and 
dark, a sense of expressionism, of passion and energy 
and movement.”’ It includes a wildy active seascape 
by Hyman Bloom and more introspective, but just as 
ardent, works like Gina Fiedel’s ‘‘Less Air.”’ 

Bloom, Fiedel and the 11 other artists whose works 
are being displayed are all from the greater Boston 
area. Bragen said one of the hardest parts of putting 
together the show was picking the artists. She was 
limited by space and wanted to include more than one 
work by each artist. 

She managed to find an eclectic group. They are 
men and women, young and old. Their works are big 
and small, abstract and concrete. 

‘The one thing that really ties them all together,”’ 
Bragen said, ‘‘is quality.”’ 

This is not the first show Bragen’s put together for a 
company. Last fall, the Federal Reserve in Boston 
was loaned 13 oversized works for its four-story gal- 
lery. ‘‘These were big works,’’ Bragen said. ‘‘The 
baby was 8 by 6 feet.’’ 

DeCordova’s program puts art on company walls, 
but “‘it’s not a decorating service,’’ Bragen said. 

She and other museum staffers give tours of and 
lectures on the loaned work if the company wants. 

Teaching art is a role with which Bragen is very 
comfortable. She has taught art and art history all 
over the country and in Europe. She led a class in 
print-making at Bradford College. 

“IT love exciting people about the arts. It’s what I 
find so stimulating and interesting about my job,”’ she 
said. ‘“‘Not only do the people learn something, I learn 
something too. Every time I look at a piece of art I see

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School Gives Retiring Teacher Limousine Sendoff 


Louise Cullinan wants her friends in 
Andover to know she is not leaving for 
good. ‘‘As an old soldier once said, ‘T’ll 
be back,”’ remarked the veteran teach- 
er, who ‘retired this week after nineteen 
years of service in the town school sys- 
tem. “I’ll miss my friends here,” she 
commented, “but 1 I don’t expect to be 
kept away from them.” 

Mrs. , most recently a fifth- 
grade teacher at the Sanborn School, 
also promised her students she would be 
attending their graduation from sixth 
grade.‘‘My kids asked me if I’d come 
back next year to see them graduate,” 
she said, ‘“‘and of course I wouldn’t miss 
that.” 

Last Thursday, her appreciative col- 
leagues in the school department gave 
Cullinan a rousing sendoff. ‘“The staff de- 
cided to have her spend the afternoon 
saying goodbye to her ee around 
town,”’ explained Sanborn ongrortd 
School Principal Eileen Woods. 
nan’s farewell tour took her to all th the 
Andover elementary schools and the 
school administration offices, via a luxu- 
rious limousine rented for the occasion. 

“‘T was absolutely shocked,”’ Mrs. Cul- 
linan recalled. “‘I didn’t suspect anything 
until I saw the limousine.”’ 

Woods was instrumental in planning 
the surreptitious school system swan- 
song ceremony. While the entire popula- 
tion of Sanborn, staff and students, gath- 
ered at the front of the school building, 
Woods called Cullinan to her office. 

The retiring teacher was then led out- 
side, never suspecting the greeting she 
was to receive. 

The Sanborn students chanted “Mrs. 
C, Mrs. C’’ when Cullinan strode through 
the door, and she indeed appeared to be 
shocked by the elaborate display. Culli- 
nan acknowledged the cheering students, 
and she stopped to talk with a few of the 
children before climbing into the stretch 
limo for a first-class trip down memory 
lane. 

“It was a fun trip,” Mrs. Cullinan said,

“It’s pretty amazing, 32 years with the 
same guy,” she mused, “‘but it’s like my 
aunt said when her husband died. ‘He 
wasn’t just my husband, he was my best 
friend.’ My husband is my best friend, 
too. That’s important.” 


Cullinan stressed the need for couples 
to overlook minor problems in a mar- 
riage, and to not get in a rut. ‘““My hus- 
band and I do such screwy things 
together,”’ she said. “At any time we 
might just leave a note and get up and go 
off somewhere on a whim.” 


The Cullinans also raised four children 
during their seventeen years in Andover. 
Chris, the oldest at 31, is now a Beverly 
dentist. Son Michael, 28 is a product 
manager for a local company. He is mar- 
ried and the father of one. David, 25, is a 
senior at the University of Florida, and 
daughter Barbara, 22, recently grad- 
uated from the University of Massachu- 
setts, where she set several school 
records in track and field. 


Mrs. Cullinan said it was not difficult 
to adjust from teaching other children to 
raising her own, except on family out- 
ings when she would ‘‘do something edu- 
cational” for her children. ‘‘The kids 
would always say ‘mom’s happy, we’ve 
done one educational thing’ she recalled. 


“Nowadays, they just say, ‘oh, mom, 
I’m not one of the students in your fifth 
grade class,’’ she laughed. 


Mrs. Cullinan taught in grades one 
through five during her tenure in And- 
over. She began teaching at South el- 
ementary after her family moved here 
from Washington, D. C. in 1970. Follow- 
ing two years at South, she spent a year 
at Doherty, then two more years at 
South, five years at Bancroft elemen- 
tary, three months at West elementary, 
and her final six years at Sanborn. 


Cullinan praised Andover as ‘‘a town 
which brings out the originality and cre- 
ativity of its teachers.” This is why, she 
said, so many educators want to work in 
the school system. 


Mrs. Cullinan cited programs such as 
the cross-grading method of teaching she 
participated in at Bancroft as rewarding 
for students and teachers alike. Under 
this system, she explained, students in 
the second and third grades were com- 
bined to receive instruction according to 
each student’s need. For example, Culli- 
nan said, the top students in a subject 
from Grade 2 were grouped with the bot- 
tom students from Grade 3, so that no 
one fell behind or was bored from a lack 
of challenge. 


Recently, along with Sanborn teachers 
Sue Rogers and Kathy Iworsley, Cullinan 
was part of an elementary level science 
instruction program to receive a state 
grant as a model for other schools to fol- 
low. The teachers traveled to other 
schools demonstrating the program.

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Need For More Treatment Plant 
Funds Prompts Special Session 


By Lewis C. Howe 


A Special Town Meeting has been 
called by the Selectmen for July 13 in 
order to vote on appropriating an addi- 
tional $1.7 million in town monies for ex- 
pansion of the Haggett’s Pond water 
treatment facilities: 

The augmentation of the water treat- 
ment facility was approved by 1985 Town 
Meeting at a total cost of $12.6 million, 
but a two-year delay in final state appro- 
val has driven costs up, according to 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. ‘We 
had to wait until this spring for the final 
design and go-ahead from the state,” 
Mahony said, during which time ‘‘there 
has been a cost increase of about $3.4 
million.”’ 

“The bids we received were higher 
than expected,”’ the Town Manager said. 
The new estimated cost for the project, 
in excess of $16 million, is “not overly 
remarkable,’”’ he added, considering the 
bidding climate in the area. 

Town Meeting will be asked to appro- 
priate half the estimated additional cost, 
with the other half to be paid for by the 
state. 

Allocating funds for the plan is imper- 
ative at this time, Mahony said, because 


it would allow the town to begin con- 
struction of the addition to the facility by 
September, with targeted completion by 
the end of 1988. 

“If we can’t pass this now,” Mahony 
stated, “‘it won’t be done until the fall of 
1989,” which would mean going through 
another summer without an increase in 
water capacity, something the town does 
not want to do. 

At the present rate of growth in And- 
over, Mahony said, a strain on the water 
supply couldresult on so-called “‘peak 
use’’ days by 1989. 

‘“‘We have no problem with water on an 
average day,” he pointed out, ‘‘but on 
days like last Saturday, there can be a 
drain.” 

Mahony said he and Department of 
Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
spent last Saturday monitoring water 
use in town, and ‘‘we were momentarily 
in awe of the consumption.” 

Town figures showed between eight 
and ten million gallons of water were 
used during an eight hour period on Sat- 
urday. The town averages 12% million 
gallons pumped per day. 

“There is that one "aa every June 


when the weather gets hot,’’ the Town 
Manager remarked, ‘‘when everybody 
grows their garden and fills their pool.” 


At one point last weekend, he said, ‘‘we 
were using more water than we could 
pump.” The depletion was only momen- 
tary, however, and Mahony hasized 
all was back to normal by Monday. 

“This is not a scare tactic,’’ Mahony 
added, saying no threats of a water ban 
are being considered. Saturday’s situa- 
tion is not a common occurence, he 
stated. 

The Town Meeting warrant will also 
contain a second article, which calls for 
real estate tax exemptions for surviving 
spouses, minors with deceased parents, 
or certain elderly homeowners over the 
age of 70. This article is left over from 
the June 8 Special Town Meeting which 
was dissolved without action after fail- 
ure to reach a quorum. 

The other seven articles from that 
town meeting warrant were considered 
for inclusion on the July 13 warrant, but 
Selectmen voted against it at their meet- 
ing Monday. 

A quorum of 350 people is needed to 
take action on the water treatment facili- 


ty expansion. While conceding “‘the dead 
of summer’ bef obeys bert gh 
town meeting, Mahony was optimistic. 

“T spoke | to (McQuade) and he expects 
a quorum,” Mahony said. “Water is a 
high priority item to enough people,” he 
commented. 

The Town Manager said he does not 
plan any extra publicity for the Special 
Town Meeting, amidst charges not 
enough promotion was given to the failed 
June 8 forum. 

“The reason we did not get a lot of peo- 
ple at the last town meeting,”’ Mahony 
said, “‘is that they did not see those items 
as important enough. Hopefully, they’ll 
see this as important.’’ 


The Special Town Meeting of June 8 
was dissolved after only 185 residents 
showed up at Memorial. Hall to vote on 
eight articles. Some of the articles in- 
serted were thoe held over from the an- 
nual town meeting and presented on 
petition of John Doyle. 

Doyle’s articles died on the vine when 
the June session was dissolved, but Ma- 
hony said he believes this time around 
may be different. 


West Parents Warn Of Space 
Crisis Due To New Housing

A report from a subcommittee examin- 
ing conditions at West Elementary 
School warned the school committee re- 
cent residential development may lead 
to a space crisis within the school sys- 
tem. 

Population growth in Andover spurred 
by proposed new subdivisions and com- 
prehensive permit projects could thrust 
173 new students upon the _already- 
crowded West school, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the West Elementary 
School Study Committee. 

Diana Gould and Sue Jenkins, Co- 
Chairpersons of the study group, read 
from a 16-page report at Tuesday’s 
school committee meeting. The study 
claimed subdivisions currently in proc- 
ess in the West school district will add 
173 homes to the region. These subdivi- 
sions include such developments as And- 
over Country Club 1b and Far Corners II. 

Other subdivisions in process within 
town would result in 58 new homes in 
West Andover, the report said, while pro- 
posed comprehensive developments such 
as those being proposed by Winn and 
John Corcuran, Inc. will lead to 644 new 
dwellings in the school district. 

Possible subdivisions at Pinewood Es- 
tates and Andover Country Club V would 


increase the total by another 98 homes, 
the study said. 

Gould, reading from the report, said 
“of the West Andover subdivisions cur- 
rently under construction, we can expect 
a total of 300 children, ages 0-17 years.”’ 
West Elementary, she added, will house 
an estimated additional 132 children 
when the eight subdivisions now under 
construction are completed. 

If the comprehensive permits are ap- 
proved as proposed, the study said, it is 
estimated only 227 of the proposed 644 
homes will have children. A total of 173 
would be expected to enroll at West El- 
ementary. 

The report used a multiplier figure of 
1.73 children per household to determine 
school population estimates. 

At present, Jenkins told the commit- 
tee, West Elementary enrolls 774 stu- 
dents, including 134 students entering 
first grade. This figure does not include 
children who attended private kinder- 
garten, she said. 

“Using the student/teacher ratio of 
23:1, we project a need for seven first 
grades instead of six by 1988-89,” Jenkins 
said. Overcrowding at West Elementary 
is already a problem, she said. 

The report stated “‘in the second and 


third grade...there are 306 people shar- 
ing a space consisting of 8,472 square 
feet....This year, a classroom has had to 
be housed in the center area, therefore, 
the individualized reading progr’ mn that 
normally is housed there has haa to take 
place in the classroom.”’ 

The 15 women comprising the commit- 
tee demonstrated overcrowding at West 
through a slide show presentation taken 
at the West second and third grade area. 
Jenkins also played a cassette containing 
classroom noise at the school to illus- 
trate the space problem. 

“The noise level is horrendous,’’ Jen- 
kins emphasized. ‘‘The classrooms are 
crowded, and only partitions separate 
them.’’ This, she added, distracts the 
children. 

Gould told the committee she realizes 
there is no ‘utopian solution’ to the 
space problem, but the school system 
must ‘“‘try to alleviate the obvious prob- 
lems, and not regress to the point where 
we have to take away an art or music 
room”’ in order to house students. 

Expansion of existing facilities is one 
possible option, the report said, as is 
changing to a middle school system in 
order_to ease the burden on the elemen- 
tarv schools 


To combat tne space dilemma, the re- 
port recommends imposing impact fees 
on developers, since ‘‘continued housing 
development in Andover (is) causing a 
burden on the schools.”’ 

The study urges an indepth townwide 
study be conducted, since the findings 
indicate ‘‘similar problems exist in the 
other elementary schools.”’ 

‘Positive and permanent solutions” 
need to be found, the report concludes, 
“rather than the continued bandaid ap- 
proach.”’ 

Gould cited an estimate by Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony that new devel- 
opment will see Andover’s population, 
presently 28,000, climb to 50,000 by 2007. 

“With increased enrollment will come 
problems for space,”’ Gould intoned 
‘“‘We must take one step to a long-range 
goal.” 


School Committee Chairman Susan 
Poore agreed, but stated “‘we must find 
short-term solutions as well.’”’ Poore and 
other committee members praised the 
report as ‘‘helpful and professional,’ 
with Poore urging the West group to con- 
tinue discussion of the matter. ‘This is 
not something to be addressed at one or 
two meetings,”’ she said.

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An Economic Solution 


A special town meeting has been called for July 
13 to provide additional funding for the construc- 
tion of an addition to the town’s water treatment 

lant. 
‘ It is strongly suggested that there be sufficient 
attendance (a quorum of 350 at least) and an af- 
firmative attitude prevailing for the project. It is 
necessary for the future of the community. 

But, it is also suggested that as the town offi- 
cials plan for the town meeting and its hoped for 
affirmative response, they also could possibly 
look into a more economical solution to the over- 
all problem by convincing our neighbors, namely 
North Andover officials, that joining with them in 
the overall project would not only resolve the 
water problems of the abutting community, but 
provide an economical solution to problems fac- 
ing both communities. 

North Andover has been having water woes for 
over a year and half. The problems actually date 
back further than that, but they have been more 
serious in more recent times, such as residents 
having to boil water before using it for a period of 
several months. 

Latest in a long series of water problems facing 
North Andover residents, finds the folks there 
needing cocktail sauce to go with the drinking 
water due to the appearance of shrimp-like crea- 
tures coming from the tap. 

One resident there recently reported that water 
from the tap was boiled for about ten minutes and 
the shrimp-like thing just kept swimming as if 
thumbing the nose at the assailant. 


A filter in an establishment resembled a 
shrimp tank at its weekly change. 

But that is of minor consequence when faced 
with the reality of providing an overall solution to 
that town’s water problems. 

A few years ago the North Andover residents 
approved appropriation of $10 million for con- 
struction of a water treatment plant. The project 
is still in the planning stage and not a spade of 
earth has been turned for anticipating building of 
the needed facility. 

Woth passage of time, it is evident that the $10 
million will be insufficient for such construction. 

It should be further evident that it is insuffi- 
cient in view of Andover having more recently 
authorized funding of an addition to its water 
treatment facility and found that the best esti- 
mates have fallen short. 

The original Andover plant was constructed 
with the proviso that it would serve neighboring 
communities, should the need arise. It was for 
that reason that federal funding was provided. 

Certainly there is a need now for providing 
healthful, palatable water to our neighbors in 
North Andover. 

Therefor, it is suggested that officials of the 
two communities explore the possibilities of 
taking North Andover’s $10 million and assist 
Andover’s water treatment plant addition to re- 
solve its needs. 

It seems a logical solution, which is probably 
one of the reasons it won’t be explored or 
accepted by our neighboring administrators.

John McEwen recalled the severe motorcycle 
.accident last July that forever altered his life. 
“] was driving drunk,” he recounted, ‘‘and if I 
hadn’t been wearing my helmet, my brain would 
still be stuck to the tree I hit.’’ 

McEwen, 28, went into a coma as a result of 
the collision. He suffered damage to the right 
side of his brain, to the extent that he has no 
memory of thé last ten years of his life. McEwen 
said he has no feeling on the left side of his body, 
and he has had to learn to walk, speak and use 
the bathroom again. 

“For one stupid mistake, my life has been 
changed one hundred percent,’’ McEwen told a 
group of Andover High students last week. Stu- 
dents in Health Education classes heard 
McEwen’s story as part of Feet First, First 

4Time, an in-class seminar on avoidance of head 
and spinal cord injuries. 

More than half of all spinal cord and head in- 
juries stem from automobile accidents. Erika 
Hessman of New England Neurological Asso- 
ciates, which cosponsored the seminar with 
Northeast Rehabilitation Hospital, believes 
many of these debilitating injuries need not 
occur. 

“We stress prevention first,’ she said. “We 
suggest common-sense types of solutions.” 

The program consisted of a 15-minute film, an 
explanation of spinal cord functions by Dr. Pris-

cilla Vogler of the New England Rehabilitation 
Hospital in Salem, N. H., and an open question- 
ing session with McEwen, who was assisted by 
his therapist, Dr. Susan Robinson of New En- 
gland Rehabilitation Hospital. 

Vogler cited motor vehicle mishaps as the 
leading cause of spinal and head injuries, fol- 
lowed by serious falls, sports injuries (especial- 
ly those related to diving) and knife and gunshot 
wounds. 

The instructional film, ‘‘Harms Way,” fea- 
tures frank discussion by otherwise healthy 
young people now paralyzed as a result of head 
or spinal cord injuries. It also contains stark 
footage of skiing, diving and driving accidents 
that led to paralysis and/or brain damage. 

Student Lorraine Corcoran said the film’s ef- 
fectiveness comes from ‘“‘the shock you get from 
realizing this can happen to anyone. You see 
these young and beautiful people and they’re in 
wheelchairs,’ she commented, “‘it makes you 
think twice about doing anything that could be 
dangerous.”’ 

in McEwen’s case, the dangerous activity was 
drunk driving. He admitted to having a violation 
record “‘two arms long” for DWI, but he said he

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- never thought permanent injury would result. 


McEwen, a 1978 graduate of Andover High, 
recalled the “horrible feeling” of waking up 
from a coma and not being able to recognize his 
wife. “I looked at the photo album of my wed- 
ding once,” he said, ‘“‘and I didn’t remember 
any of it.” 

McEwen and his wife are now undergoing 
counseling in an effort to cope with this prob- 
lem, but other ramifications from his accident 
cannot be corrected. 

“T can’t hold a job,” he lamented, saying he 
was formerly employed as a field engineer for a 
computer firm, but that he cannot recolllect 
anything about what the job entailed. 

Retraining is impossible, McEwen added, 
because his short-term memory is poor. 

‘“‘Many times I still forget what I’m saying,” 
he told the class, having to stop a few times to 
ask Robinson what he had just said. In addition, 
McEwen indicated he has eyesight problems 
and gets lost easily. 

Vogler explained head injuries are so severe 
because the brain moves back and forth inside 
the head when impact occurs. ‘In other cases, 
the brain may turn on the brain stem,” she said. 

While head injuries tend to cause lost speech, 
emotional imbalance, and a loss of movement, 
spinal cord injuries lead to permanent paraly- 
sis. This is because, Vogler explained, severing 
of the spinal cord prevents the sending of mes- 
sages through the central nervous system to oth- 
er parts of the body. 

Spinal cord injuries, Dr. Vogler informed the 
students, often mean a patient must ‘‘retrain 
himself to perform basic bodily functions.’’ It 
also means no sex, she added. 

Among the ways such accidents may be 
avoided, Vogler said, are to wear seat belts 
when driving, and to exercise caution when par-

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Gillette Rejects Revlon Request 


The Gillette Company announced that its board has considered and refused to 
consent to the unsolicited request by Revlon to offer to acquire all Gillette shares at a 
price of “at least $40.50” per share. 

In reaching this decision, the board considered a number of factors. One of the most 
significant of these was the existence of a price protection provision in the existing 
agreement between Gillette and Revlon. The board believes that if it permits Revlon 
to make a bid at this time, the price protection provision would act as a lock-up and 
give Revlon an unfair advantage over any other potential bidder. This provision 
provides that if Gillette were acquired prior to November 24, 1987, Revlon could seek 
from Gillette an amount equal to the difference between $29.75 and the price paid in 
the acquisition multiplied by 18,452,600 (the number of shares that Gillette pruchased 
from Revlon). This is approximately $200,000,000 on a per share acquisition price of 
$40.50. 

The board also noted that the proposed $40.50 price, as well as the recent market 
price of Gillette’s stock, are considerably higher than Revlon’s November 1986 offer. 
Colman M. Mockler, Jr., chairman of the board, stated that this demonstrates the 
correctness of the board’s action in rejecting Revlon’s prior offer. In taking its action,

The board expressed concern that the Revlon action was in violation of the terms of 
the 1986 Gillette stock during the two weeks preceding the delivery of the letter. As a 
result, the board authorized its counsel, Jones, Day, Reavis & Pogue, to consider and, 
in consultation with management, commence litigation against Revlon with respect 
to these matters.

for July 9. The petition pro- 
poses 139 units in the Ballard- 
vale section of town, near the 
old mills. Forty percent, or 55 
units, will be set aside for low 
and moderate income buyers 
under HOP. 

It is also e ted that Rob- 
ert Ahern will be submitting 
comprehensive permit petition 
for 78 units on six acres off 
Sparkle Drive in the near fu- 
ture. Thirty-one units are ex- 
pected to be ‘‘affordable’’ 
under HOP. 

Of course, with state agen- 
cies in authority having only so 
much money to invest in such 
developments, it is unlikely 
that all can be funded in And- 


over—regardless of approval * 


by the ZBA. 

The Massachusetts Housing 
Partnership, (MHP) places the 
right to recommend funding of 
a proposal to the local housing 
partnership. The Andover 
Housing Partnership, (AHP), 
is currently establishing 
guidelines for analyzing affor- 
dable housing proposals and 
making recommendatins to the 
Executive Office of Commu- 
nities and Develoment 
(EOCD), which oversees all 
affordable housing funding 
programs. 

According to Stephen Colyer, 
the town’s Physical Planner 
who also acts as the Executive 
Officer of the AHP, the group 
has two more immediate con- 
cerns to address. 

The town itself is attempting 
to meet its own affordable 
housing needs by developing 
its own proposals and it is the 


responsiblity of the AHP to cre- 
ate the Requests for Proposal, 
(RFP), for both the 
Champy/Shetland and Per- 
kins/Stevens properties. Town 
meeting gave the Selectmen 
the right to obtain these lands 
for affordable housing devel- 
opment. 

So far, the group has made a 
site visit to the Champy/Shet- 
land property, wetlands are be- 
ing remapped and a hazardous 
waste inspection is nearly com- 
pleted. The group has begun 
preliminary discussions re- 
garding the number of units, 
unit mix, acquisition costs and 
sales prices of the units to be 
developed. 

Also an important compo- 
nent is the possible role of the 
City of Lawrence in a joint 
development of the property, 
which extends into the city. 

It is expected, however, that 
the Champy/Shetland RFP 
will be ready to send out to pro- 
spective developers within a 
month. 

Second priority for the AHP 
is the development of an RFP 
for the Perkins/Stevens prop- 
erty on the Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington lines. 

According to Colyer, it may 
be quite some time before this 
is done. ‘I don’t anticipate 
development on that site in the 
near future, ”’ he said, adding 
that the town ‘‘just put an ear- 
mark on that property’’ to pro- 
tect it from any other type of 
development. A joint project 
with Wilmington and 
Tewksbury is being consid- 
ered.

A presentation to the school committee 
by a group of West Elementary students 
sparked a debate concerning lack of 
funding for a Gifted and Talented pro- 
gram at the elementary level, Tuesday 
night. 

Approximately 30 students worked to 
produce three editions of a student news- 
paper, called “The Wild West,” during 
the term. In their presentation, the 
children told the committee they had 
learned about all aspects of newspaper 
work during the project, including mar- 
keting. 

The students sold their ‘‘student- 
oriented” paper at school for fifteen 
cents per copy, and turned over a total of 
$131.25 in nickels and dimes to the school 
committee. 

Lois Haslam, Assistant Superintendent 
to the Elementary Schools, pointed out 
this was not to be a continuing program, 
due to a lack of funding. 

‘“‘We appealed for a grant for a Gifted 
and Talented program Grant,’’ Haslam 
said, ‘“‘we were turned down twice.” 

It-was estimated a Gifted and Talented 
program could be run if a part-time tea- 
cher could be hired to work 6 hours per

week, or 1% hours at each elementary 
school. . 

Spt. Kenneth Seifert spoke against a 
move to do this, since he believed a ‘‘sin- 
gle part-time person is inadequate for a 
comprhensive plan like this.” 

“‘What we’ve done this year, we’ll try 
to do next year,” Seifert commented, but 
the funding does not exist to have a sys- 
tem-wide Gifted and Talented program. 
“‘We have no enrichment program in the 
Andover schools at this time,” he said. 

Haslam said she did not believe the 
lack of available personnel was a poor 
reflection on teachers. 

Jim Redmond, of the Andover teach- 
ers’ union, addressed the committee 
next, saying “‘if we have a new program, 
with a year’s lead time, requiring train- 
ing, forethought, planning and feasibili- 
ty, then we can go ahead.”’ 

Donald Robb of the school committee 
asked Robb to offer future input on de- 
veloping programs of this magnitude. 

Seifert used Redmond’s comments to 
refer to the lack of funding for ‘‘many 
programs in our schools’’ which ‘‘are not 
done well” because the school system 
“tries to do too many things’’ without

enough money to do them. 

Committeeman Richard Neal con- 
curred, saying he was “‘extremely disap- 
pointed”’ to learn a Gifted and Talented 
program would not be a part of the And- 
over schools. “‘This is a poor example of 
a well-run program,” Neal stated, ‘‘and 
it’s time we got together and ran it well. 
We don’t have a program now, and it’s 
time we did.”’ 

Resident Mike Frishman urged the 
committee to find the staffing and funds 
for an enrichment program. ‘We have 
the potential for a good enrichment pro- 
gram if it is adequately staffed,”’ Frish- 
man intoned. 

‘All the kids could participate, and the 
gifted kids could move further on,” he 
said. But, Frishman spoke, ‘‘we must op 
relying on parents to put in several hun- 
dreds of hours to do something the school 
board could easily hire someone to do.”’ 

Seifert echoed this, but reiterated a 
single staff person is ‘minimal re- 
sources. We don’t want just a patch job, 
we want to go further.”

In other business, the school commit- 
tee a new AIDS policy which 
would allow children afflicted with the 
disease to attend school under closely 
monitored conditions. 

Everett Penney, Director of the De- 
partment of Health, spoke on the subject 
at Seifert’s invitation. Penney expressed 
support for a town-wide AIDS conference 
to take place in the fall. He added a set 
system for combatting the disease is 
“still evolving,” which is why commu- 
nities need ‘‘widespread dialogue” be- 
fore proceeding to combat AIDS. 

Penney said the Department of Health 
has already held seminars for the police 
and fire departments, and is considering 
offering voluntary AIDS testing and oth- 
er clinical services.

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History Lesson 


The history of public eating services is 
probably as ancient as the Old Testa- 
ment, which Oy amare refers to inns. 

“Restaurant” its origin in the Lat- 
in root word, “‘restaurare”’ which means 
“to restore.” In the 16th century, this 
Latin root word was applied to a spicy 
broth and called a “restorative bever- 
age.” Later it was applied to other “‘re- 
storative’’ foods, especially gravy, 
soups, bouillions, and similar prepara- 
tions. 

The honor for creating the first “‘busi- 
nessmen’s lunch” apparently belongs to 
a chap named Segius Locates, a Roman 
innkeeper in 50 B.C. He devised the fea- 
ture for ship brokers who were too busy 
to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the ‘“‘medi- 
eval” history of the restaurant industry 
began during the French Revolution in 
1789, when hiding aristocrats were fed in 
secret by their servants. These rendez- 
vous became known to other aristocrats 
who were willing to pay a small charge 
for well-cooked meals. 

In ancient times, there were places for 
public eating roughly similar to our res- 
taurants. When people began making 
their homes in one place and occasional- 
ly traveling away from home, distin- 
guishing them from nomads who had no 
real homes, they needed a place to eat 
and sleep en route. Thus early restau- 
rants were usually in conjunction with 
sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteries of Europe 
served this function up to the 17th cen- 
tury. Chaucer’s Canterbury pilgrims 
used to gather prior. to their journeys to 
the shrine of St. Thomas A. Becket to 
dine and revel. They also held dinners 
there after they returned, at which time 
the best teller of stories during the pil- 
grimage was rewarded with a free meal 
and feted. This was the idea of the inn

A noted ordinary frequented by liter- 
ary figures in the 17th century was the 
Castle Ordinary. It burned down in 1666 
and was rebuilt as Dolly’s Chop House. 
The latter gained reknown when ‘‘Dolly”’ 
introduced pretty serving aides instead 
of waiters. Dolly’s Chop House was fam- 
ed for choice of beefsteaks and ales, 
Fielding, Defoe, Swift, Dryden, Pope, 
Gainsborough and Handel were steady 
customers of this Chop House.

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How Much To Tip? 
A Touchy Question 


You have just finished a superb meal in a leading Parisian restau-’ 
rant. As the obsequious waiter hovers at your right elbow and the 
wine steward smiles encouragingly on the left, you wonder nervous- 
ly how much of a tip they expect—how much, in other words, to 
enable a ed retreat from the n 

The on of tips is a touchy one. On the one hand, too small a 

ip may create a scene at the worst. At the least there is the spectre 
an indignant servant in your wake. 

Then there is the nightmare when you tip someone what you 
thought was a decent, but not overgenerous amount for some trifling 
service, to have the fellow immediately bow down to kiss your shoes 
or perform some equally effusive gesture. You know you did some- 
thing wrong as the recipient stammers his heartfelt thanks—but 
how much? Then you have a real problem. If the service is inade- 
quate and you don’t want to tip— don’t. 

Or leave a token tip. Some folks have little signs they leave in 
restaurants and hotel rooms thanking the recipient for services ren- 
dered and adding “‘sorry, but tipping is against my principles.” 

There are pros-and cons on this one and a rule of thumb could be 
based on what kind of wages the servant receives. If the person 
works only for tips—and some do—then give a tip. If service is ex- 
cellent, be generous. Where a living wage is paid anyway, think in 
terms of how good the service was and tip accordingly. Tips are a 
way of life in most of the world and the well-greased palm is the one 
on which the system turns. Some balance between no tips and too 
liberal a tip is desired.

Where, Oh, Where Has 
Petit Chablis Gone? 


By Terry Robards 


The menu, extracted from a heap of 
memorabilia, was from the Savoy Hotel 
in London, with its crest centered in red 
at the top. It offered several choices, in- 
cluding a lobster mousse and lamb 
chops, plus two recommendations for 
wine. Intended to accompany the lamb 
chops was a Chateau Mouton Baron Phil- 
ippe 1967, a Bordeaux of good character. 
But the first was more interesting: a Pe- 
tit Chablis 1970, intended to complement 
the lobster mousse. 

It turned out to be a luscious wine, 
fruity yet dry, with the characteristic 
earthiness of the Chablis area, a flavor 
that is readily identifiable and that bears 
no similarity to the wines made in other 
countries that borrow the chablis name.

“Dining out can be significantly cheaper than 
preparing and eating the same meal at home,”’ says 
Professor Lee Kreul of Purdue University’s School of 
Consumer and Family Sciences. ‘‘In fact, it can be as 
much as 92 percent cheaper in some cases.” 

Kreul’s statement is based on a recently completed 
study evaluating the cost dynamics of the home vs. 
restaurant dining commissioned by the Time Out In- 
stitute. 

One role that many women continue to dominate is 
that of meal planner and preparer with total food bud- 
geting and expenditure responsibilities. “We wanted 
to know if making a meal from scratch was still the 
most economical and practical means of feeding a 
family,” commented Kreul. “So many aspects of 
women’s lives and family structure have changed, we 
felt certain traditional meal economics may well have 
changed also.’’ 

Kreul’s assumption proved correct. His study com- 
pared eight different dining situations for both sand- 
wich and fried chicken meals prepared at home and 
purchased by four different sized families. Every ' 
attempt was made to duplicate the restaurant meal in 
the home situation as closely as possible. 

The study confirmed the smaller the family unit, 
the greater the savings realized by opting for the res- 
taurant meal. In fact, a single person could save as 
much as 92 percent by eating a chicken dinner out 
versus preparing a similar meal at home. 

As families continue to decrease in size and change 
in structure, the option to dine out is even more of an 
economic value, stressed Kreul. 

The Bureau of Census reports family unit size de- 
creased from 3.14 persons in 1970 to 2.78 in 1979 ... a 
figure expected to drop to 2.5 by 1980. 

“Our study clearly shows that a restaurant’s ability 
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Dining Out Could Save Money 


to inexpensively produce a meal at a lower unit cost is 
due to the large volume of meals served daily. As 
family sizes decrease, that restaurant economy of 
scale naturally makes it far more expensive for the 
home chef to produce a low-unit cost meal,” Kreul 
summarized. 


Kreul’s study disproved | the common assumption 
“‘made-from-scratch-meals” are always less expen- 
=, oe also sharply contradict a recent United 

tes Department of Agriculture (USDA) study 
which compared raw food costs of a hamburger meal 
at home with the same meal’s menu price in a fast 
food restaurant. The USDA concluded the homemade 
meal to be a clear cost savings. 

“The USDA study isn’t realistic,” charged Kreul. 


“It is a narrow view to compare just the food price ~ 


and totally disregard other costs incurred in home 
food preparation — preparer’s time, service, clean- 
up, kitchen facility and utility use costs. These varia- 
ble costs are all included, plus profit, in the restau- 
rant’s menu price and should be taken into 
consideration in any price comparison research.”’ 

Studies generally, and wrongly, overlook the cost of 
a homemaker’s meal planning, preparation and serv- 
ice time. Other household costs such as gas and elec- 
tricity or range maintenance, related to each meal, 
have also increased. Kreul pointed out that, ‘“‘a wom- 
an’s rising opportunity, cost of time, or the value she 
places on her uncommitted time, has given rise to an 
age of convenience foods and more frequent meals 
out.” 

More than 50 percent of all adult females now work, 
according to the U. S. Department of Labor Statistics. 
“Double incomes and hectic lifestyles have been in- 
strumental in reducing a woman’s willingness to cook 
and have increased the practicality of dining out,’’ 
Kreul concluded.

Not since that day have I encountered a Petit Chablis on any restau- 
rant’s wine list, nor have I seen one in a store in a number of years. Has 
Petit Chablis disappeared as a French appelation? Do consumers no 
longer have the option to order the least expensive genuine Chablis 
from France? 

The questions intrigued me, for my acquaintance with the wines of 
Chablish, the northermost outpost of the French Burgundy district, had 
begun with Petit Chablis, mainly because it was the least costly of the 
genuine Chablis. Moreover, it was usually good value for it displayed 
the steely or flinty dryness typical of Chablis even if it lacked the depth 
and richness of others of the name. 

Abdallah H. Simon, president of the chateau and estate wines divi- 
sion of Seagram, explained that ‘‘the availability has been reduced: 
because there has been resistance to the appelation.”’
